Documents D1, D2 and D3 mention the 9,9'-spirobifluorene derivatives, 
5,5'-spirobi(dibenzosilole) derivatives and the use of these compound(s) as the 
element of organic luminescence device. 

The subject-matter of claims 1 to 3 and 5 to 8 is therefor not novel in the meaning of 
Art. 33(2) PCT and not inventive in the meaning of Art. 33(3) PCT. 

None of these documents describe the spiro compound which has at least one specifk 
condenced polycyclic aromatic group. ' 
None of these documents describe the organic luminescence device, wherein at least 
luminescent layer among the layers containing the spirocompound(s) and at least one 
specific fluorene derivative. 

These specific features are not obvious for the person skilled in the art. 
The subject-matter of claims 4 and 9 to 1 2 is therefor novel and inventive. 
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
